THE SURRENDER OF METZ—PROCLAMATION OF
EING WILLIAM—'‘PROVIDENCE BE THANKED"
— DIFFERENT THEORIES OF THE CAPITULA-
TION—BAZAINE REPORTED TO BE A BONA-
PARTIST AND A TRAITOR.

Toors, Oct. 27.

The Prince and Princess of Wales are visiting
Eugenie at Chisselhurst.

An officer, one of a party of five whoescaped from
Metz, has arrived here, and makes the following
statement: He and four others lert the fortress In
disgulse, and he alone succeeded in reaching Tours,
Bazalne was well, and his troops were in con-
dition.

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—[Bpecial to New York Tri-
bune.]—A correspondent bafore Metz telegraphs on
October 26; Five days ago General Coffinleres, com-
mandaut ol the citf and fortress of Metz, inform s
Bazaine, commanding the army outside, that hbe
could supply no more provisions, and that they
must ghift for themeelves, Thereupon Bazaine or-
dered the outposts to cease firing on the Prussian
pickets, and tacitly allowed his men to desert in
groupe of & dozen or two, who were accepted by the
Pruseian outposts. Larger badies were refusad.

On the safternoon of Uctober M4, trustworthy in-
tormation came from Metz, by a clvillan spy, that
an outbreak en masse would be made daring the
night, toward Gravelotte, us Bazaine's offer to ¢a-
pitulate with his army alone bad been repentedly
and peremptorily retfused.

The outbreak was to be made without hope of
saving ang portion of the organized troops, but
simply to enable these superfluaons mouths to
get behind the German lines and force the er-
mans to take them prisoners, whereby the fortress
might bold out & little longer, with a smaller garri-
som, but at 7 P. M Dazaine had succeded In con-
tincing General Coflinieres that the lnevitable
bloodebed coneequent upon such an attempt would
be tco dear & priee to be pald for a few days’ pro-
longation of resistance, and & messenger was sant
to Prince Frederick Charles, intimating the inten-
tion in the fortress to capltulate. This was the
first proposition ever made including the fortress
and outside army.

A.'cunllnﬁly at midnight the Prussians, who had
been massed silently toward Gravelotte, received
orders to retire to thelr camps. Atl P, M. yester-
day General Changarnier arrived, spent an hour
with the Prince, and departed, much disturbed,
excusing some absent-mindedness of his own, say-
ing, "*no wonder the Prince was so severe."

y the arrangement of this meeting, General
Steeble, Colonel Von Herzang, chief of stafl’ and
quartermaster general ol the Prince's army, rods
to Fesoav, & chintean three miles south of Metz,
Just within the Prussian lincs, whither two French
commanders, with Humbert, s2cond in command in
the fortress, had been brought by & Prussian field
post chalse.
